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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The 103(a) rejection of the claims is maintained. 
Saricifti discloses a phodiode with the limitations claimed, including a second opaque electrode (col 6 In 13-15) comprising an organic 
material. Yu teaches that light may be incident from the subsrate side of a photodiode when the substrate is transparent and the second 
electrode is opaque. Regarding the argument that during use of the cell, photons strike the first electrode, aside from describing an 
intended use of the cell, the structure resulting from the claimed limitations is met by the teachings of Yu and Sariciftci. Regarding the 
argument that Saricifci does not disclose the material of the second electrode if it is not transparent, Saricifcti recites the materials of the 
electrode (col 6 In 10) and teaches that the electrode may be opaque (col In 15). Regarding the argument that a diode detector 
(photodiode, col 1 In 1) is not analogous to a photovoltaic cell - Sariciftic discloses a structure that may be used in photodiodes or 
photovoltaic cells (abstract), clearly showing that the two are analogous. Regarding the argument that the combination of Saricifcti and Yu 
is unclear, Yu teaches that it is well known to form either side of a photovoltaic device to be transparent, wherein the opposite side of the 
device of opaque. The two geometries are suitable alternatives, wherein one of ordinary skill would use known methods and materials to 
achieve predictable results(MPEP 2144.07).. 
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
